FUNERAL TO-MORROW. 


Of Sailors Who?** Vessel Was Crushed 
by lee—Were Badly Frost-Bitten. 


Remains of Late William Denny Will Be 
Laid at Rest on Saturday— His 
Career.

St. John, Nfld., Feb. 10.—The crew of 
the British brig Vidonia. which was 
caught in an ico floo and blizzard while 
bound out of tliis port on Tuesday night, 
! wore found yesterday wandering in the 
woods and badly frost-bitten, awd were 
taken to Petty harbor. 

The Vidonia was broken np amid the 
ice floes on Wednesday night, and the 
crew abandoned the wreck aud reached 
land on the ice. Beiug unacquainted 
with the coast they were compelled to 
remain on the beach nil night, unshelter¬ 
ed in a gale and snow'. A furious storm 
was raging on Thursday morning when 
they left the beach and attempted to find 
a shelter. Losing their way they wander¬ 
ed through the woods, and were far 
astray when a rescue party found them. 

The brig Enrig, which was also held 
fast in the ice, held together until to day, 
but if is feared' she will go to pieces as 
a heavy sea is running. 


Yesterday an outline* of the eventful 
career of the late Vulllami Denny, whose 
death occurred early Thursday morning, 
was given by’the Time*. Since then a more 
detulted account of (he life of this well 
known pioneer has l»een supplied by J. J. 
Austin, who accompanied Mr. Denny In his 
Journey from England to British Columbia. 
The vessel on which these adventurous 
spirits embarked left Southampton, Eng¬ 
land, In April. 1802. They went As far as 
St. Thomas, West Indies, and from there 
made their way to Colon and thence across 
the Isthmus of Panama. The steamer 
Orlgata carried Messrs. Denny aiid Austin 
to 8an Francisco, where they stayed for a 
short time before sailing for Victoria on 
their way to the fluid fields of Cariboo. 

Mr. Denny reached Vancouver Island late 
In the summer of ’02 and Joined the rush 
to the gold mines. As a miner, however, 
be did not meet with much success, and, 
after working on the construction of roads 
for some months, returned to Victoria and 
opeued a grocery establishment on John¬ 
son street. This he disposed of some years 
after and became associated with W. 
Roper, who conducted a clothing store 
where the Five Rlsters’ block Is n ow lo- 
cated. 

Tbe remainder of Mr. Denny’s career as 
given by Mr. Austin coincides with that 
outlined yesterday. Mr. Austin pays to the 
deceased pioneer the following tribute: 
“His old shipmates and friends always re¬ 
spected him as a man of strict business In¬ 
tegrity. and his name will be rememberer!, 
dot only by pioneers, but by all members of 
the newer community with whom he has 
come tn contact**’ __ 

The funeral yfcas been arranged to take 
place from tNc family residence. 128 Pan¬ 
dora street, ^o-morrow afternoon. 


WILL REACH VICTORIA 

FROM EAST TO-NIGHT 


MAN FELL ON ICE 

AND BROKE HIS NECK 


DURING FIGHT BETWEEN 

STRIKERS AND TROOPS 


C. P. R. Said to be Seeking Land Grant 
, For Extension of 
E. & N. 


Report That Ontario Cabinet Has De¬ 
cided to Give Salary to Leader 
of Opposition. 


Another Strike at St. Petersbnrg, 
Where Men Marched Ont When 
Demands Were Refnsed.

Frank W. Morse, general manager and 
vice-president of the Grand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific railway, and third vice-president of 
tho Grand Trunk railway, who is con¬ 
sidered by many to be one of the bright- - 
est railway men on the continent, will 
arrive here from tho East this evening. 
Mr. Morse is accompanied by James 
Carrutbers, grainman. an«J interested in 
tho Chicago & St. 1 Lawrence Steamship 
Company; E. T. Russell aud Mr. G. A. 
McXicoll, of Montreal. 

*™e party travelled to the coast in tho 
Grand Trunk official car “International.’* 
The object of Mr. Morse’s trip at thiv 
time is tu.t stated. His coining, how¬ 
ever, is said to have played no small 
part in the negotiations of the C. I*. R. 
for the E. & N., railway. Indeed it is 
stated that his visit to the coast hurried 
the arrangements made for the taking 
over of the road. 

That the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
Great Northern Railway Company have 
had some kind of a secret understanding 
regaining the E. Sc N. railway is not 
denied. Tk*» Great Northern Company- 
had engineers over the road last summer, 
and their report, according to one who 
claims to know, but who does not wish 
his name mentioned, was of th£ most 
favorable kind. They pronounced the 
roadbed of the E. Sc X. to be one of the 
best on the continent: that it was ex¬ 
travagantly kept up and equipped with 
light rolling stock. 

This report, however, is but one of the 
manifestations of the Great Northern 
Company’s desire to acquire tlie road. 
With it the Grand Trunk Pacific would 
he able to compete for tbe business of 
the Souii'i and for the trade of tho 
Orient. But the C. P. It. Company 
recognising that it had greater interests 
than either of the other companies., and 
having the option for the road, accord¬ 
ing to railway men. made good their 
claim. 

In speaking of the deni this morning a 
prominent transportation man. who owns 
large interests on Vancouver Island, said 
the effect will he immensely beneficial 
to Vancouver Island. “The C. 1*. 1^. 
Company,” he added, “have made this 
deal to head off the Great Northern and 
Grand Trunk Pacific. There is no doubt 
about this. I was in Vancouver when 
the first move was made, aud know that 
negotiations were hurried because of tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific party coming 
through to the coast. The C. P. R. 
Company may never discharge or load 
their Oriental steamers here, but they 
will create an improvement in other 
ways. Conditions are favorable for mak¬ 
ing this a very large and very wealthy 
residential oily, and the C. P. R. know 
better than anyone else the possibili¬ 
ties of this. The Island is very largo 
aud very rich. The outlook is beginning 
to look bright, and all that Is needed is 
to hive some ki^d of stable government 
which will encourage rather than dis¬ 
courage capital. I tell you what I think 
will happen: The C. P. It. will .greatly 
improve the E. & N. aud they will use it 
in winter in connection with their Van¬ 
couver mnil and passenger service, only 
crossing tho Gulf with their Mainland 
steamer during the stormy months. They 
will also be able to. do away with the 
extra rates now charged for hauling 
freight over the Island road, destined for 
points iu the East.” 

Within the last ten daye the C. P. R. 
Company is said .to have approached the 
provincial government with respect to a 
land subsidy for the extension of the K. 
& N. railway through to^£he north end 
of Vancouver Island. No monetary as¬ 
sistance was sought from the provincial 
government, the company simply desir¬ 
ing a certain acreage on either side of 
the proposed road. Premier McBride 
is stated to have given the deputation to 
understand that the needs of the Main¬ 
land would first have to he considered.

No 
steamers have arrived for over two 
weeks, and there are no .prospects of 
them moving for weeks to come. Snow 
storms, accompanied with fierce gales, 
have piltsl railway and other roads with 
high impassable drifts. No trains are 
running. Produce and other goods are 
piled up at Pictou and Georgetown wait¬ 
ing, shipment. Tlie legislature, which was 
to have met yesterday, has been pro¬ 
rogue! for a week, only 11 of ,*10 members 
huving been able to reach here.

Popular Majority to Be 34,065.

The men nt the Putiloff works, who ' 
announced their intention of trying to 
enforce an eight-hour day, reported at 7 
o’clock, worked an hour, and then de¬ 
manded to see the director of the works, 
who conferred with the men's delegates. 
The latter demanded eight hours, no 
discrimination against the promoters of 
the recent strike and pay for the week's 
strike. The director declare*! he was 
unable to accede to the demands, and 
thereupon 13.000 men of the Putiloff 
works went out. The employees of the I 
Franco-Uussinn works took similar ac¬ 
tion. In both esses the men marched out 1 
quietly and formed in the streets. 

The troops continue to secure the I 
maintenance of order at the Putiloff and 
Franco-Russian works and other factor- , 
ies. 

Rumors were rife yesterday evening 
that the men would go out In several 
large factories, and three English mills 
decided in view of the gravity of the 
situhntion to grant all their employees’ de¬ 
mands. including nn eight-hour day with 
strike pay. The decision was condemned j 
by the majority of the employers. 

Minister of Finance Kokovsoff Jins 
summoned a conference of factory in¬ 
spectors for February 28th to discuss 
state insurance, ten hours of Inbor, medi¬ 
cal aid and labor unions. A proposal of 
the miuister that the manufacturers hold 
a similar conference was refused. 

Strike Spreading. 

St. Peter*burg, Feb. 10.—4.50 p. m.— 
The strike has extended to half a dozen 
large establishments with hi a radius of 
a couple of miles of the INitiloff works. 
It Is estimated at this hour that alto- j 
gether 30,000 have gone out. The strike 
has not exteuded to the other metropoli¬ 
tan districts. 

Reinforcements Arrive. 

Lodz. Russia. Feb. 10.—There was j 
great excitement here this morning 
among the strikers, who are gathering 
about the mills in a somewhat threaten¬ 
ing manner.

Immediately after the execution 
McOuo’s spiritual advisers gave out the 
following signed statement: 

“J. Samuel McCue stared this morning 
in our presence and requested us to 
make public, that he did not wish to 
leave this world with suspicion resting 
ii|K>n any human being otlwT thnu him¬ 
self; that he alone wa* respouKibie for 
the deed, impelled to it by nn evil power 
beyond his control; that he recognized his 
sentence as just.”

FIiRE IN OAKLAND. 


Residence of Mrs. Garland Burned to 
the Ground Early This Morning. 

The residence of Mrs. H. Garland, 
Oakland avenue, was burned «o tho 
ground this morning nt 2.30 o'clock. Tho 
origiu of the blaze is not known. It was 
first discovered by Mrs. Garland just in 
time for the occupants, including her 
husband and three children, to escape. 
All were sleeping upstairs at the time, 
and so rapidly had the fire gnined head¬ 
way that none had time to dress. Mr. 
Garland attempted to investigate 4 tho 
cause of the blnze after coming down 
stairs. He entered the kitchen, but bo- 
fore he had time to go back to the front, 
part of the house he was confronted with 
flames on every side. Through those ho 
had to rlsh in order to escape, and in do¬ 
ing so received a number of bums on 
the neck. 

The fire department was summoned, 
hut before its arrival the flames, fanned 
by the heavy wind blowing at the time, 
had gained such headway that It wan 
iraposabile to save anything. The build¬ 
ing and contents were worth about 
$1,800. There was only $500 insurance 
on the house.

NON-COMBATANTS ARE

This despite the fact that 
the revenue from sales of public lauds 
increased from $04,834.00 to $118,270.80 
compared with the previous yeair; limiter 
leases during the same period brought in 
$110,382.90 compared with $84,111.75; 
timber royalties aud licenses, $289,300.93 
compared with $214,100.50; succession 
duties, $29,025.28 compared with $12,- 
293.74; revenue tar, $148,825 compared 
with $142,737; real property tax. $287,- 
497.88, compared with $205,492.08; per¬ 
sonal property tax, $175,435.19 compared 
with 9U3.7U2.5Y; wild land tax. 9112,- 
233.35, compared with $71,340.50; in¬ 
come tax, $72,102.79, compared with 
$28,875.98; royalty and tax on coal, $95.- 
000.50, compared with $75,820.94; 
Chinese Restriction Act, $258,050.00, 
compared with $80,287.50—a tremendous 
addition, it will be noted, to the burdens 
of taxation, and yet leaving the province 
practically hi the position in which the 
government found it when it assumed 
office. The long succession of deficits has 
not been broken, altuough iu some in¬ 
stances the rute of taxation has been 
more than doubled. 

But we will be told the administration 
is not responsible for the formidable 
list of fixed charges, and that within the 
limits of its scope if has been extremely 
economical. Hus it? Observe the man¬ 
ner in which it has cut down expense*. 
It has reduced the salury list from 
$205,459.02 to $200,500.28. It has cut 
down the expenditures on works and 
buildings from $232,240.11 to $142,- 
291.40, and on road*, streets and bridges 
from $500,039.80 to $400,012.92. Truly 
the figures prove beyond peradventure 
the splendid capacity for government, 
the broad nnd enlightened statesmanship, 
nnd the unique grasp of a desperate 
situation, of the first' Conservative gov¬ 
ernment British Columbia lias ever had. 
Despite the enormous increase of tax¬ 
ation, but for the extraordinary revenue 
of nearly two hundred and sixty thou- 
aand dollars from the province’s share 
of the Chinese head tax. a source of 
revenue which has ceased to exist, the 
deficit would have been fully up to the 
standard set by the late lamented Turner 
administration.

Hautia. which may be 
generally accepted as reflecting the atti¬ 
tude of the council board, shows a la¬ 
mentable conception of public interest. 
Granting that enabling legislation is 
necessary, doe* this prevent the city 
coun<*il iu placing on record and now the 
attitude of this city on the disposition ns 
expressed by public opinion? Will it 
prevent again initiatory steps in bringing 
together all parties to the settlement, 
showing that we not only intend to pre¬ 
vent further waste of time, but also to 
assert the strong moral, if not legal, 
claim this city has on the reserve? If 
there ever was a time when we should 
awaken to our moral responsibilities and 
stiffen the backbone* of our Mayor and 
aldermen, it is now. We are making 
a page of history on the reserve nnd 
waterworks questions that will either 
prove a blot or a blessing. We must 
have clean hands on the council board 
even to the insistence of a resignation 
and new election. We have had euough 
shown us the past fortnight to awaken 
the indlgtintion of every right-minded 
citizen. Ye*; Iqr all means let us atrip 
the Indian of his rights and of future 
generations of Indians if such fa neces¬ 
sary in the public interest, blit first let 
us have on record every member of the 
municipal board that we niny know 
where they are when they are wantnl.

THE ..aTKR QUESTION. 


To -the Editor:—It 1* difficult. If not im- 
possible, for any person without legal train¬ 
ing to follow Intelligently through the 
maze of legal verbiage which surrounds 
the "secret" agreement between the city 
and the ElecirlcMlallway Company. Wheth¬ 
er this cloud of word* Is designed to obscure 
the Issue or not we cannot tell. There Is, 
we know, a denizen of the waters of the 
Pacfflc known as the octopus, which, when 
attacked during Its effort to entwine Its 
tentacles around Its victim, emits a black 
fluid to cover Its operations. 

Without now attempting to unravel the 
Intricacies of this legal document, would 
pot the simplest aud easiest way to settle 
(the question be for the city to buy the 
water from the Esquimau Waterworks 
Company, making the best bargain we can? 

For the city to contest, as is suggested, 
the validity of the grant by the provincial 
government to the Esquimau Waterworks 
Company of its water privileges would 
surely, after so many years’ aaqulcscence. 
be a most unjust proceeding, and, even If 
the city did so aucceasfnlly, it could not 
expect to get the plant for nothing, nor 
the good-will, which the Mayor himself has 
shown to be a valuable asset. 

The act which granted the Esquimau 
Waterworks Company Its privileges gave 
them with limitation*. The company were 
to supply Victoria with water at the rate 
of 0 cents per 1,000 gallons. If the city can 
Induce the company to name a lower figure, 
so much the better. It would not be neces¬ 
sary to borrow a targe sum of money and 
the city would pay for the water as they 
used It. They wrfiuld give no further 
monopoly to the Electric Railway Com¬ 
pany. which should' by all means be guard¬ 
ed aaglust, especially as It Is well known 
that negotiations are now pending for the 
purchase of the Victoria Gas Company by 
the Electric Company, the object being to 
sweep away all competition and have the 
citizen* of Victoria at the mercy of this 
monopoly. 

It has been .widely felt throughout the 
community that Mayor Barnard does not 
occupy such an Independent position In re¬ 
gard to the Tramway Company as la desir¬ 
able In fairness both to him and the citi¬ 
zens who have placed their trust In his 
hands, and It la also hinted (whether truth¬ 
fully or not I cannot say) that the water 
expert who ha* been called In to advise the 
city la Indirectly connected with a firm or 
company which supplies the Tramway Com¬ 
pany with much of lit machinery. - 

Before the citizen^ are asked to vote upon 
this question, It la to be hoped) that they 
will Insist upon having the fullest Informa¬ 
tion and not allow themselves to be drawn 
In ignorance Into a bargain which will 
strengthen the clutches of monopoly upon 
the city. 

I wish, to state that I am not a share¬ 
holder or In any way Interested In sny of 
the companies concerned.

The public meeting called for Tuesday 
the 14th inst., for the eousideratiou of the 
advisability of boMliig an exhibition in 
Victoria this year, promises to be of ex¬ 
ceptional interest. ,As previously men¬ 
tioned in these columns it lias been sug¬ 
gested that tlie fair be postponed in order 
to allow members of the B. O. Agricul¬ 
tural Association a free hand in assisting 
the New Westminster society to carry 
through the Dominion Exposition of 
1005 successfully. Of course, while 
there aro many who believe that the pro¬ 
posal should be adopted, quite a number 
oppose it strenuously. But the concen¬ 
sus of opinion seems to be that the local 
show should be declared off. It is point¬ 
ed out that the matter must lx* looked 
at from a broad point of view, aud every¬ 
thing possible done by residents of Vic¬ 
toria and other Vancouver Island points 
to work in conjunction with the Main¬ 
land in making the national exhibition 
a credit to British Columbia. 

In all probability there will be a num¬ 
ber of Royal City delegates at the forth¬ 
coming meeting. They will be given an 
opportunity to set forth their side of the 
question Wfore a decision is reached. 
Then, it is understood, those favoring 
a postponement of the locnl event will 
lay a proposition before the Mainland 
representatives. It will be suggested 
that New Westminster agreo to forego 
their show of 190G if Victoria decides to 
do the same this year. Such an arrange¬ 
ment would meet' all difficulties. Mer¬ 
chants and business men would be able 
to confine their whole attention to pre¬ 
paring worthy exhibits for the Dominion 
exhibition. In fact, so satisfied are mem¬ 
bers of the B. C. Agricultural Association 
with the proposal, that they intend 
pressing for the adoption of a perman¬ 
ent agreement with the Royal City 
Agricultural Association providing that 
annual show* be held alternately in Vic¬ 
toria and Westminster. Whether this 
suggestion will meet with favor by the 
Mainland 1 soviet y is questionable, but’ an 
effort is to be made to impress upon the 
officials and members of that organiza¬ 
tion its many advantages to nil con¬ 
cerned. 

However, the qnestion that is agitat¬ 
ing the minds of the B. C. Agricultural 
Association members is whether. It is 
necessary to postpone the Victoria fair 
boenu*** of the Dominion Exposition. As 
mentioned, there npj*enrs to be a major¬ 
ity of the officials at least in favor of the 
proposal. Most of the executive mem¬ 
bers an* agreeable, and Dr. Tolinie ex¬ 
presses their views very clearly. He ex¬ 
plains that if the Victoria exhibition was 
held it must take place either directly be¬ 
fore or immediately after that at We*f- 
inrnstor. If it was Indd previously it 
would Ik* necessary to ela>h with that of 
(hilliwack. the members of which asso¬ 
ciation have always bt-en most’ friendly 
to Victoria, supporting the fair, entering 
more stock and exhibiting more freely 
than nil rite other |>ortinn the Main¬ 
land. He claims that It is ln-tter to de- 
elan* the show off tlmn to antagonize 
those who hitherto have extetided cordial 
assistance. 

Without a doubt M. Raker is tin* most 
out-aml-ont op|»onent to the suggestion 
of any executive member. H»* strongly 
objects to it, stating that such an ar¬ 
rangement should not be considered 
under any circumstance. He argues 
that the hick of a Victoria show would 
be a severe blow to Vanctpivor Island 
agriculturists. 

Everything considered, an exciting 
time is assured on Tuesday evening next, 
and it is to be hoped that all interest**! 
will attend as it is undesirable to take 
action without a correct expression of 
opinion from the full association.

Another lengthy meeting on the In¬ 
dian reserve question was held last uight 
by members of the board of trade. It 
was the regular monthly meeting of the 
board, and other matters caxne up for 
consul oration, buf occupied only a short 
part’ of the evening's pioceediugs. After 
n two-hour discussion a resolution, intro¬ 
duced by A. J. Morley, was adopted, 
which is given below. It seemed for a 
time as though the delrute would never 
end, so determined was the fight for and 
against* the motion. 

President !*. J. Pitts presided, and in 
opening reported what had been done at 
the last adjourned meeting with refer¬ 
ence to the halibut lishories. 

With regard to forest tires the secre¬ 
tary rend a copy of a resolution passed 
l>y the Nelson Board of Trade pointing j 
out rise damage done by these couflagra- j 
tions. and recommending tliat the provin- j 
eial government appoint tire wardens, 
who would be paid good salaries. 

From the Vancouver Board of Trade 
another letter was read bearing ou the 
same matter. 

The committee appointed locally on 
the matter reported in favor of the sug¬ 
gestion that' the provincial government be 
requested to apiwiint a sufficient number 
of fire wardens for the purpose of en¬ 
forcing the law regarding the setting out 
*iud spreading of fires, aud that the act 
Ihi amended t'o enable these officials to 
call upon citizens to assist in extinguish¬ 
ing fire when necessary: also recommend¬ 
ing to the consideration of the goverur 
ment that the time had arrived when 
jcoine systematic replanting of depleted 
forest areas should be undertaken. 

J. A. Grant. as one of the committee, 
said that it was just as important to 
have fire wurdeus elsewhere in tlu* prov¬ 
ince ns in the Kootenay. The reforesting 
of the burned district was necessary. 
Tiie Douglas fir was the most valuable 
timber. The day was coming when com¬ 
mercial timber will be-hunt to find. On 
lauds being devasted in the upper coun¬ 
try northing was being done to renew 
flie growth, and balsam and other worth¬ 
less varieties of timber were growing up. 

The report was carried.

Mr. Hanna said the city lias a right 
to it if they pay for if. but at present 
the council cannot claim it. 

Mr. Morley thought that tlie city J 
1 council hail placed itself on record ns ' 
w anting to evade the question. Did Mr. 
Hanna know that by an order-in-conncil 
passed in 1800 the reserve belonged to 
Victoria? But this was not the main 
point, continued the speaker. There 
were members on the Ixrard who were 
looking for fife C. P. R. to get the owner¬ 
ship of the reserve, and others wanted 
the Grand Trunk t*> hare it. Then there 
was Mr. Dunsmuir. who also had an in¬ 
terest. It was most important that all 
companies were given equal rights witli 
respect to the terminal facilities. The 
city wanted all the water frontage she 
could obtain. How Mr. Hnmui could ex¬ 
pect the board of trade to endorse any 
such a resolution as he proposed, he 
failed to see. He suggested that the city 
council drop legal questions and approach 
the Dominion government with n busi- 
nea proposition, and once having got 
the reserve, to safeguard it for the city’s 
owa interests. He moved an amend¬ 
ment as follows:

The public accounts presented to the 
Homs- yesterday, according to the gov¬ 
ernment, are supposed to show a surplus 
of revenue over expenditure, the first in 
the history of 'the province, extending 
over thirty-three years. It is more prob¬ 
able that a commission may have to be 
appointed to discover the surplus. 

Tae statement of the receipts and ex¬ 
penditure show* that during the year eud- 
tug Juno 30th, 1904, {here was a net 
revenue of $2,638,200.08. The net ex¬ 
penditure for tlje same time was $2,802,- 
794.00. This shows a deficit of $224,- 
533.41. 

The government, however, figure© out 
a surplus of probably $78,766.51. 

In order to ^how this it* is necessary 
to deduct $470,743.30, which was ex¬ 
pended on. the New Westminster bridge. 
In explanation of why this should be 
deducted, it is set forth that tills sum 
was authorized and provided for by the 
Loon Acts, 1902, and 1903, and that, 
therefore, it is nof chargeable against 
the ordinary receipts of revenue. The 
following sums, although not included in 
expenditure, have been paid out of the 
ordinary revenue of the province, and 
are chargable to: Shuswap & Okanagan 
railway, in excess of earnings, $28,942.88; 
Nakusp & Slocan railway, in excess of 
earnings, $16,780.08; Victoria & Sidney 
railway. 2 per cent, guarantee of intcreef 
on bonds, $6,030. Total. $51,069.56. 

Tliis brings the surplus down to about 
$27,000. 

Thy receipts from the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment under the Chinese Restriction 
Act was $258,050 for the year ending 
June, lfMM. In the year previous it was 
$80,287.50. Tliis year, however, there 
will be no income from tliiw source so 
that additional revenue will have to be
